PROGRAMM REVIEW for March 11, 1977. Our speaker Lt. Col. Wm K. Miller 
of the Indiana Bell Telephone Cos gave us an insight into the technical 
operation of the Telephone Co. by means of a Slide Show. Over 7000 Engi- 
neers andScientists develope new technology at the Murray Hill N. J. Bell 
Labs. Western Electric Co. is the Manufacturing branch and the Long Lines 
system installs all the cables and equipment. The system handles 500 mill- 
ion calls per day. Back in 1879 there were many small phone companies,Two 
or three in each town competing with each other. Service men made their 
calls on a bicycle or by horse and wagon. In 1892 a long distance line 
connected Chicago with NYC. with Dr. A. Bell making the call to his assis- 
tant from early days in Nova Scotia, Mr. Tom Watson.In 1915 a line spamn- 
ed the USA for the first time.It took 23 minutes for the various oprs to 
make the proper connections and again Bell spoke with Watson initiating 
the transcontinental service. Satellites were first used in 1962 with 
TELSTAR, Picture fone was also developed but failed to catch on.New Co- 
AX cables carry 1000 QSO's at a time. New computers make decisions, make 
the routing and switching trunks and lines, keep LD records for toll ch- 
arges. All old mechanical swithboards are being replaced by smaller so-~ 
lid state switching data systems, one panel handling 550,000 lines.Fiber 
Optics are being developed to carry some 000 QSO's at once over many 
miles. Bell provides wonderful work oppoetunities in research and deve- 
lopement for those who are quahified.

The ARRL sponsers a DX Century 
Club and awards a diploma to those working 100 or more countries. Claude 
has 312 &ctive and 3 All Time countries to his credit and is one of the 
top DXers in Indiana. Propagation from various parts of the globe must 
be carefully studied in order to determine the best band. time and dir- 
ection to work DX. The secret of working BX is to Listen, Listen,Listen 
Ragchewing on the higher freq bands is usually restricted to the higher 
portions of the band while the DX operates in the lower portions by eus- 
tome Claude recorded some CW DX operations and let us listen to these 
tapes. One becomes immediately impressed by the racket, weak sigs, fading 
and competition one has to endure working DX especially during contests. 
On CW one may call a bit off freq from the DX station to get out from 
under the zero beat QRM, but on SSB one can only tune smack on and pray. 
One must learn to copy weak sigs and know all the various countries call 
prefixes. Claude likes Yagies for DX. Claude we thank you for a fine pre- 
sentation and hope you will favor us with more later.
